SUBJECT: NIS Status 

Th* DIA pcople have indicated anotha r w#ek before th*y ca n submi t 
their rejoinder to the planning paper for necessary timely achedullng of 
FY 64 NIS product! on wMch was paseed thera at the 20 December NIS Corv - 
mittee meeting and ampllfied at the 8 January meeting. This ia alow but, 
as you know. preaently getting a DIA commitment on anything wUl b# 
aomething of an ac c on pl i * hm ent . These O BI proposals call for 30 General 
Surveys and correlative reduction in supplementing detailed NIS. Chances 
are that DIA will not buy more than IS General Surveys in FY 64. with 
Navy the slowest ship in the convoy (I may later see if your good office* 
might push the Navy pace «ome). DIA stresses “a necessary transition 
period. *' To generally maintain the production leve! and allay DIA 
euspicions that CIA might be trying to hold the long end of the stick, 
this would require OCI to do «ome "political' ' annexes. As I rnentioned, 
in spit* of low-key evangelicing for your concepts (non-attributed), both 
the DIA and State Comrnittee member* have streeeed ’requirements' for 
on* hand as against ad hoe counterinsurgency and similar detail and have 
implied these views would be extended to the US1B level. 1 think there 
are good chances that H lisman can be expccted to do so rather strongly.

Balrner asked for and we low-key discussed by fone my margin 
eomments on the second draft of their background Attachment, to Findinga 
and Ree oinme ndati ons which I was not shown. and yesterday foned me 
seve rel tim.es to see if the NIS had adequate benefit of clergy. He seems 
to be back at the business of whether the Committee is or should be a 
USXB deal. He indicated that next week they will submit an Interim Report 
(pleading no time to assees their questionnaire response»- -which provide 
som* pretty strong support for the NIS* -and to get at their broeder directive 
to look at the whole basic intelligence field). Sounds lik* he'11 eek for USIB 
approval in principle of NIS changes which in effect you have already out* 
lined and O BI has for son.e time been trying to push the Defens* contributors 
into. This could be lived with. How«v*r, al «o and more or less Inevitably 
sounds like he will in effect seek to have hls staff monitor the accomplish- 
ment of their proposals. If some preliminary vibrations of th* letter come 
your way. 1 see nothing constructive to be gained and in fact only complica- 
tione in working out with DIA and eleewhe re what you have in rr.lnd. and I 
would hope any such fiftb-wheeiing could be killed off in USIB consideration 
of what^^^^Jr submits. 

I hope tbis will give you a working picture of developments» but 
of cours# I could amplify in pereon if you wanted to take more time. 
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
